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LOCAL BOARD FAILS TO 
MEET STATE DEADLINE 


New Staff Members For Senior Center 


EDITORIAL 

Over two years has elapsed since the Town Meeting 
authorized additional housing for the elderly and our 
local Housing Authority continues to stumble along in 
its seemingly apathetic way. 

In August of 1971, this newspaper in an editorial 
comment supported the local Council on Aging in 
opposing the Brady Village location for the project. 
The Housing Authority reversed its decision and 
approved its first choice, a site off Main Street on 
Haskell Street. 

The State Office for Housing in December put their 
stamp of approval on the site and it appeared that all 
was ready to go, test borings were made, an architect 
was selected and all that remained was to select a bank 
for deposit of the funds that would be made available 
and the submission of an appraisal on the site value. 

The State deadline was June 23, but the local 
authority did not conform. The deadline was extended 
three days, yet no action was forthcoming on the 
State’s request. 

Inquiries made in Boston by this newspaper re¬ 
vealed that the local authority’s failure to comply 
caused them to miss the funding period and they must 
now wait until September for funding approval. 
Further inquiries made at the local level revealed that 
there is a lack of sufficient communication between 
members of the local authority and that petty 
differences regarding policy and administrative au¬ 
thority exists. 

Chairman of the Authority Richard Dudek, in a 
telephone interview, would not confirm whether or not 
they would comply with the state regulations at the 
next regular meeting on July 17, and resolve the 
problem. 

The town’s elderly do not deserve this type of treat¬ 
ment, their need for proper housing is urgent, they 
need it now. 

It’s time for the Housing Authority to put aside the 
petty differences that divide them; they should select 
an appraisal firm, name the depository bank, and sign 
the contract. They should do it at once. If they are 
unable to perform this simple task it would seem that 
some resignations would be in order.

Before coming to the Senior 
Center, Mrs. Blair was in charge 
of Homemaker Service for Child 
and Family Service of 
Springfield. She is a graduate of 
Pratt Institute and Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University, 
with specialties in Dietetics and 
Home Economics Education. She 
and her husband, Norman Blair, 
live in Springfield and have three 
grown children.

MAINE DEER 
SEASON SET 

Commissioner Marsh made the 
adjustments under a new law en¬ 
acted in 1971, which authorizes 
needed changes if they are an¬ 
nounced before September 1. It 
also allows the Fish and Game 
Commission to shorten the sea¬ 
son once it has Opened, if the need 
becomes apparent as a conserva¬ 
tion measure. 

Shortening the season in the 
lower portion of the former 
northern hunting zone has the ef¬ 
fect of changing the zone line. For 
1972, the line will be as follows: 
the Dole Pond road from the 
Canadian border in Township 5, 
Range 20 (about 50 miles north¬ 
east of Greenville), to Pittson 
Farm, the road to Rockwood, 
across Moosehead Lake to Kineo, 
the east shore of the lake to 
Roach River, the river to 
Kokadjo, down the road to the 
Roach Pond road south of First 
Roach Pond, that road to where it 
meets the Appalachian Trail at 


Second West Branch Pond, the 
trail to Pemadumcook Lake, the 
north shore of Pemadumcook and 
Ambajejus lakes to the Baxter 
Park road, that road to Mil- 
linocket, Route 157 to the 
Aroostook County line, and the 
county line east to the Canadian 
border. 

Opening day north of the line 
will be October 23; south of it, 
November 6. Both zones close 
November 25. 

FISH PASSAGE 
TO BE UPDATED 

The Holyoke Water Power 
Company and the Commission 
for Fisheries Management of the 
Connecticut River Basin have 
reached a settlement agreement 
on the development of fish pass¬ 
age facilities at the Holyoke dam. 

The essence of the recent 
agreement between HWP and the 
cooperative group is that the 
power company will proceed, at 
its own expense, to enlarge the 
capability of the fish passage 
facilities which it installed and 
has been operating since 1955. 
The proposed changes are 
estimated to cost almost $500,000 
and are planned to take place 
over several years. 

The overall restoration effort 
requires the development of fish 
passage facilities on five main¬ 
stream dams located on the Con¬ 
necticut River. Inasmuch as all 
dams are licensed by the Federal 
Power Commission, a petition 
was jointly filed in early 1971 by 
the various states seeking con¬ 
struction of passage facilities. 

The agreement provides for ex¬ 
panding the existing fishlift to a 
capacity capable of passing one 
million shad and 40,000 salmon

per season. The changes are 
divided into two stages of con¬ 
struction. The first includes: in¬ 
stallation of a spillway fish col¬ 
lection facility; modifications to 
the powerhouse fish collection 
facility; improvements to the 
existing lift bucket to approx 


imately 230 cubic feet; and con¬ 
struction of a fjsh exit channel, 
including a counting facility and 
a fish trap. The second includes: 
construction of a second lift, 
crowding pool and crowder; and 
modifications of spillway fish col¬ 
lection facility to operate into 


second lift. 

Operation and maintenance of 
the facilities will be the respon¬ 
sibility of HWP while the courft- 
ing and fish trap portion of the 
facility wil] be the responsibility 
of the fishery agencies.

Two years ago April 1, j 
President Nixon signed the : 
Public Health Cigarette Smoking I 
Act into law. No April Food trick, 
it called for a warning on every 
package that read: “The Surgeon 
General has determined that 
cigarette smoking is dangerous 
to your health.” 

More recently, the Surgeon 
General in his annual report cited 
new evidence linking cigarettes 
to heart disease. Yet, millions of 
cigarette smoking Americans are 
still fooling themselves by 
refusing to believe the warnings 
issued against smoking, says the 
Western Chapter, Massachusetts 
Heart Association. Others con¬ 
tinue to take the risk, even while 
knowing that the habit is harm¬ 
ful, because they feel it’s im¬ 
possible to stop. 

“It’s really not as hard as yxfti 
think to stop smoking,” says the 
Western Chapter. “There is no 
reason to try quitting the hard 
way — all alone. We can help 
you.” 

Why are so many people still 
hooked? 

One reason, says the Western 
Chapter is that too many people 
feel they are simply addicted. 
But in its booklet, “How To Stop 
Smoking,” your Heart 
Association explains that 
smoking is not an addiction. 

“Addiction refers to a physical 
or chemical change within the 
body that cues you to do 
something. Smoking is not a 
chemical addiction. It is a form of 
learned behavior. If you’ve 
learned how to smoke, you can 
learn to be a non-smoker. 

When you ask your Heart 
Association for information on 
how to stop smoking, ask for 
other ways to reduce your risk of 
heart attack and stroke. 

In addition to information on 
smoking, you can receive advice 
on: 

1. How to eat a well-balanced, 
low-cholesterol, low-fat diet. 

2. The danger of untreated 
high blood pressure. 

3. How to stay at a normal 
weight. 

4. The importance of exer¬ 
cising regularly and asking your 
doctor what exercise is best for 
you.

The Conservation Commission 
would like the townspeople to 
become aware of the 15 acre plot- 
of land which was donated to the 
town by Mr. O.R. Cote and his 
wife. This land is for the use of 
the people of Agawam who enjoy 
wildlife as well as plant life. 

Recently, Jack Beaulieu, one of 
the town’s surveyors, and I 
walked the boundaries which he 
had established. The area is 
loaded with ducks, squirrels, 
pheasants and there are sings of 
deer in the area. 

This wildlife sanctuary is in the 
process of being posted. Mr. 
Donald George, his son, Steve, 
and two other boy scouts are 
doing the posting. If you drive 
along School Street, you will see 
the signs near the easterly end. 
The following are “off limits” in 
this wildlife area: There is to be 
absolutely NO HUNTING in the 
area and there is to be NO USE 
OF MOTOR VEHICLES which 


would include mini-bikes, 
snowmobiles, motor cycles, and 
anything else which is propelled 
by a motor. This area is a sanc¬ 
tuary and that is the way it is 
intended to stay. Police Chief 
Kenneth Grady has stated that 
his police department will 
cooperate in all ways to help 
enforce these rules. It is too bad 
there are people who are so self- 
centered as to unwantingly spoil 
an area. 

Eventually the area will have 
trails so people can enjoy a 
leisurely walk. The problem, of 
course, is that people want to 
enjoy an area, but do not want to 
support it. We are lucky there is 
such an organization as the Boy 
Scouts who will help develop an 
area for others to enjoy. In the 
near future the Commission 
plans an opening of the area and 
a walk will be conducted by Mrs. 
Cynthia Wortelboer. You need 
not worry about mosquitoes here 
even though the land is swampy, 


as I have spent about six hours 
walking the area and have only 
been bitten four times. We ap¬ 
plied an insecticide known as 
B.I.R.D. 

In closing it must be noted that 
the town only has these 15 acres 
set aside for Cnservation pur¬ 
poses. We need more. Land can 
be donated as a gift or can be 
purchased. Really, it cannot be 
purchased because the Com¬ 
mission does not have any funds 
for land acquisition. We are 
hoping that when the new town 
council takes over that monies 
will be given for new purchases of 
Conservation lands. It will take 
foresight and planning so that 
future residents will have areas 
to visit, where they can see these 
natural plants and animals of the 
area. At times in the past we have 
been shortsighted — filling in 
swamps, bogs, and wetlands for 
money-making projects and 
depriving nature of its way. 
Things are changing — if you are 
interested in the Conservation 
movement and want to sell or 
donate a wetland to the town, 
there are a number of ways it can 
be accomplished — contact a 
commissioner — we will be glad 
to talk with you.

Fridays receipts over the 
weekend. But perhaps as im¬ 
portant as any factor is that we 
hope to relieve the noonday rush, 
which is sometimes a customer’s 
(and a banker’s) nightmare.” 

Employees greeted news of the 
four-day week enthusiastically. 
They will work a staggered 
schedule, but it has been 
arranged in such a manner as to 
still give everyone two con¬ 
secutive days off each week, plus 
Sunday, of course. But perhaps 
the most attractive feature of the 
plan is that every third week each 
employee will have five con¬ 
secutive days off. 

The bank believes that the 
work load can be handled with 
the present staff, plus only one or 
two full-time additions, and 
possibly two or three part time 
employees. 

“We are delighted at the 
reaction of the employees to the 
four-day week,” Mr. Franks said, 
“While it will mean they will 
work longer on some days, they 
feel this will be offset by the 
uninterupted leisure time. They 
also like the idea that they will 
know in advance what the work 
schedule will be so they can plan 
family and personal activities 
around it.” 

The four-day week has been 
growing in business and industry, 
but the banking field has been 
cautious in adopting it. A Boston 
and a Pittsfield savings bank 
have instituted it and are pleased 
with the results. But no other 
commercial bank in Western 
Massachusetts has tried it. 
However, Westbank is the first 
commercial bank in Western 
Massachusetts to develop and 
adopt the plan. 

The plan was developed by 
William Wagner, Assistant 
Treasurer, after exhaustive 
research and study. 

“The whole thing is fantastic,” 
was the reaction of Mrs. Phyllis 
Woodford, a supervisor in the 
Trust Department. Her husband 
works regular hours. 

“Now I can plan to do a lot of 
things we never have had time to 
do,” she said. “I used to have to 
use a lot of leisure time for work 
around the house and other 
regular chores. My husband 
things the four-day week is a good 
thing, too. We plan to go boating 
and do lots of other things. But 
we’ll have to plan our time to get 
the most out of it. 

“Most of my friends, even 
those with children, think the new 
schedule is a good idea.” 

Roger LaPierre, a young single 
man, believes the four-day week 
will be “like a vacation every 
three weeks.” Normally I 
wouldn’t get a vacation this year 
because I haven’t been with the 
bank long enough, but now I can 
plan on having several days off in 
a row every three weeks. 

“I’ll work longer hours some 
days, but that’s no< problem 
because the schedule will spread 
out the rush hours. That will be 
easier on employees. 

“Maybe now I’ll have time to 
find a girl to marry.” 

Mrs. Virginia Ariel Cayan, who 
works in the Loan Department, 
has two boys, nine and seven 
years old. 

“I expect to see a lot more of 
the boys now,” she said. “Some 
days I’ll be home all day with 
them during the week. We’ll all 
like that. WeTe already planning 
museum trips.” 

“It was rather difficult on the 
old schedule to get the boys to the 
dentist or doctor because office 
hours are usually on a 9 to 4 p.m. 
daily schedule. Now, if I plan 
closely, we can go to church, do 
our housework and get all the 
necessities done so we will have 
“play time.” 

The four-day week is another 
innovation of Westbank. It is 
expected that others will be 
announced later in the summer 
and during the fall.
